Inspector backs union claims that safety 
lapses are a threat to crematorium staff 


HEALTH and safety inspec¬ 
tors have criticised Harlow 
Council for endangering staff 
at the Parndon Wood Crem¬ 
atorium and Cemetery. 

The Star has been shown a letter 
sent by the Health and Safety 
Executive to the public sector work¬ 
ers union Unison following an 
inspection of the facility last 
month. 

In response to union claims, the 
HSE inspector agreed the council had 
not repaired an extractor fan unit in an 
area near equipment used to crush the 
remains of bodies following cremation 
for 18 months. 

The letter also refers to another inci¬ 
dent in June when a door of a furnace 
blew open and sent flames shooting 
out within inches of a member of staff 

It also alleges that risk assessments 
on the whole of the site had not been 
carried out. The union claimed there 
had been instances of staff falling into 
collapsing graves. 


The letter’s author - HM Inspector 
of Health and Safety Stephen Hewer 
Hook - concluded that no monitoring 
was in place to ensure failures were 
addressed. He added: “This gives me 
serious cause for concern about how 
the council manages health and safety 
more widely.” 

Unison regional officer Michelle 
Bradley said: “Enough is enough, our 
patience has run out. Deadlines for the 
council have come and gone and there 
seems to be little movement. Our hard¬ 
working members just want to be 
happy and safe at work and until the 
issues are resolved they won’t be. 

“We can work together on this but 
there’s a time when it just needs to go 
into the public domain.” 

Referring to the matter of the bro¬ 
ken fan, she said: “God only knows 
what they were breathing in during that 
time!” 

Earlier this month the council 
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announced it was closing the town’s 
swimming pool ahead of schedule 
because of health and safety issues. 

This week local ward councillor 
John Paul Goddard, who sits as an 
independent, said: “There’s a clear cat¬ 
alogue of issues with systemic failures 
and apparently this has now been a 
potential threat to staff. Surely it’s now 
time our senior officers think about 
updating their resumes.” 

The council disputed the allegations 
made and said it was formally com¬ 
plaining to the HSE about its “inap¬ 
propriate comments” and lack of com¬ 
munication with the authority. It also 
questioned why, if the issues raised in 
the letter were so serious, why no 
Improvement Notice was issued. 

“The council disputes the allegation 
that its management practices are poor 
and treats its responsibilities under 
health and safety seriously,” said a 
spokesman.

Lubbock dad 
back at home 
after collapse 

TERRY Lubbock, whose son 
died after being found 
unconscious in Michael 
Barrymore’s pool, has been 
discharged from hospital. 

The 63-year-old is 
recuperating at home in 
Great Brays, Harlow, 
following his release from 
the town's Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

He is due to undergo tests in 
the New Year to discover 
what caused him to collapse 
and fall unconscious at his 
home on December 8. 

Family friends feared he 
suffered a brain bleed - a 
condition which saw him 
hospitalised three years ago - 
brought on by his quest to 
uncover the truth about how 
Stuart died. 

The 31-year-old butcher was 
found floating in the 
swimming pool of 
Barrymore’s Roy don home in 
2001. He had drugs in his 
system and serious sexual 
injuries. Nobody has ever 
been charged with his death. 
Speaking about Mr 
Lubbock’s health scare, 
family spokesman Harry 
Clichy said: “He was 
released from hospital on 
Friday and is in good spirits 
but he has still not been told 
what caused his collapse. 

“He will have brain tests and 
cardiology tests next year and 
he has been told to take a 
rest. 

“He is pleased to be home 
but is getting tired very 
quickly and his speech is still 
slurred.” 


Rebellion forces 
cash crisis U-turn

THE leaders of Harlow Council 
have been forced into a humiliating 
U-turn after their own political allies 
threatened to veto plans to plunder 
the town’s financial reserves. 

Despite managing to force through a 
motion to plug a £ 1.8m budget black hole 
by swiping more than £lm from the coun¬ 
cil’s emergency funds at a policy and 
resources meeting two weeks ago, joint 
council leaders Tony Durcan (Labour) and 
Chris Millington (Lib Dem) had to aban¬ 
don the move in the face of potential 
mutiny at full council on Thursday. 

Members had been due to vote on the con¬ 
troversial recommendation which, as reported 
in last week’s Star , broke the council’s own 
financial guidelines and was opposed by both 
the opposition and former Labour council 
leader Kevin Brooks. 

Instead, the leadership tabled an alternative 
motion almost identical to suggestions previ¬ 
ously made by Mr Brooks - the man credited 
with turning around the council’s finances 
three years ago. 

It means that instead of an immediate raid on 
reserves, officers will be forced to slash run¬ 
ning costs in their departments and freeze 
recruitment. 

The Budget and Performance Working 
Group, the monitoring committee which was 
mysteriously axed without explanation a year 
ago, will also be immediately resurrected. 

The humiliating climb-down secured the

votes of administration councillors but left the 
opposition furious as they had been given no 
prior notice of the change. 

John Paul Goddard (Independent) branded 
the leaders “pathetic” and taunted them: 
“Whatever they say about having listened, the 
real reason they’ve come here with this differ¬ 
ent proposal is because they couldn’t get their 
original one past the Labour group.” 

Calling on the leaders to “do the decent 
thing” and resign, Conservative leader Andrew 
Johnson criticised the administration for not 
apologising for the financial fiasco and added: 
“As much as I don’t get on with councillor 
Brooks, as much as we differ politically, at least 
when he was in charge we had a sharp mind 
monitoring things. 

“In comparison, councillor Durcan is as 
sharp as a piece of four-by-two.” 

This week, a Star online poll revealed that 


more than 84 per cent of people who voted 
thought the leaders should resign. But Mr 
Brooks, along with other administration coun¬ 
cillors, leapt to the leadership’s defence, insist¬ 
ing the new proposal was “the obvious thing to 
do.” 

He added: “To councillor Durcan’s credit, he 
has come here with proposals that can take us 
forward, given where we are.” 

Ruling out resigning, Mr Durcan, who had 
sat stony-faced throughout the attacks, criti¬ 
cised opposition councillors for “getting per¬ 
sonal” and reeled off a list of recent council 
achievements. 

“Is it the case, in a position of leadership, 
that when the going gets tough you just walk 
away?” he asked. “Is that what the town wants? 
And if I did just walk out the door, what exact¬ 
ly would that achieve?”

Light show is 
set to make 
scans relaxed 

X-RAY patients are to be 
given a colourful light show 
after Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital became 
one of the first in the country 
to install a state-of-the-art 
scanner. 

The equipment, which gives a 
3-D scan of any image of the 
body, starts the visual 
entertainment as patients 
enter the full body capsule. It 
is one of only a handful to be 
installed in England. 

PAH radiology manager Liz 
Mazura said: “The idea of 
having the lightshow is to 
relax the patient while the 
images are being taken. It is 
proving to be very beneficial 
to patients and staff.” 

The equipment was installed 
as part of the hospital’s newly 
refurbished scanning suite 
which offers more space, 
better lighting and improved 
ventilation. It was developed 
as part of an ongoing 
programme of improvement 
to radiology services. 

Dr Sandra Dimmock, medical 
director and consultant 
radiologist at PAH, said its 
inclusion was one of several 
projects being worked on to 
modernise radiology services. 
“Earlier this year, we 
completed the introduction of 
a digital picture archiving 
computer system that has 
meant the virtual elimination 
of x-ray film,” she said. 
“Health professionals can 
instantly compare new and 
previous images at the touch 
of a button.”

I F you still associate 

nursing staff with the surly 
matrons you might expect 
to find on the hospital wards 
of yesteryear, then think again. 
The team of dedicated 
professionals at St Clare Hospice 
are a far cry from the starchy, 
buttoned-up hospital staff people 
may think care for the terminally 
ill. 

They are ordinary family people who 
happen to be special enough to have 
made a career out of caring for the sick 
and are willing to tailor their own lives 
for the sake of their patients - 24 hours 
a days, seven days a week, 365 days of 
the year. 

“We are mindful at Christmas time that 
the people who come to us want to be 
with their families and many of them 
want to be at home as well,” said 
director of nursing Rita Cutts. 

“In the run-up to Christmas we try to 
get people in so we can control their 
symptoms and offer the care they need 


so we can get them home for Christmas 
if that is where they want to be. We 
know for some people it may be their 
last one.” 


A sign of acknowledgement 
reverberated around the room from five 
of the hospice’s 22-stong nursing staff, 
with whom I shared a cup of coffee and 


a chat while listening to their 
experiences. 

As well as Rita there was Suzanne Bell, 
team leader for the inpatient unit, 
deputy medical director Qamar Abbas, 
senior occupational therapist Marion 
Callow and Julia Shaffer, 
physiotherapist and complementary 
therapy lead. 

Each have a part to play in making 
patients stay as comfortable as possible 
throughout the year, but never more so 
than at Christmas time. 

“I have brought my partner in for 
Christmas dinner when I have been 
working on Christmas Day before,” 
said Suzanne. “I think the patients like 
to see that. 

“We put stockings at the end of 
patients’ beds so they have something 
to wake up to and we decorate the 
hospice for Christmas. Really we try to 
make it as much of a family day as we 
can.” 

While the personal touch is never more 
present than at the hospice itself, the 
care does not stop at the door. 
Throughout the year those who are well 
enough to go home for a few days have 
their homes assessed and kitted out 
with the necessary equipment by 
Marion and Julia, who are also the 
driving force behind providing 
community care. 


Their back up comes in the shape of a 
24-hour advice line and 24-hour 
admission service which are available 
for people to ring if patients’ symptoms 
worsen. 

And staff also educate GPs and nurses 
who work for the NHS and local 
primary care trusts, passing on their 
knowledge and giving them a lesson in 
bedside manner during in-house 
training days, placements and 
conferences to make sure everybody 
who is in the last stages of their lives, 
irrespective of where they are, receive 
the treatment, care and respect they 
deserve. 

For those not well enough to leave the 
hospice for the Christmas period, 24- 
hour care is still on offer from nurses 
and doctors who think nothing of 
changing their own plans to fit in with 
the needs of the hospice. 

Qamar, who brought his family to the 
hospice while on call on Christmas 
Day, said the place was far from 
upsetting 

“This is a happy place where sad things 
happen,” he said. “One patient said to 
me when I brought in my children that 
she found it really very refreshing. 

“It isn’t just clinical services we offer 
but an approach we use which treats 
patients’ physical, emotional, physical 
social and spiritual needs.” 
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Victim's shock 
at knifepoint 
gang robbery 

A MAN was threatened with a 
knife and robbed during a 
terrifying attack in Old Harlow. 
The 36-year-old was walking 
through an alley off High Street 
when he was approached by 
three men at 6.50pm on Monday. 
They pushed him against a wall 
and one held a knife to his chest 
while the other two searched his 
pockets and stole cash. 

The victim was left shaken by 
the robbery, the latest in a spate 
carried out in Harlow in the run¬ 
up to Christmas. 

Harlow crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony said: “We 
would encourage anybody who 
is going out on their own at dark 
to avoid using alleyways or 
secluded areas if possible and 
try to stay in more public 
places.” 

The suspect with the knife is 
described as black, in his early 
20s, 1.83m (6ft) tall, of medium 
build and with large brown eyes. 
He was wearing a black bomber 
jacket with a hood, dark jeans 
and white trainers. He spoke 
with a deep voice and had a 
local accent. 

The other two are white 
Europeans, both wearing dark 
grey hooded tops and dark 
tracksuit bottoms. One is 1.78m 
(5 ft lOins) and of medium build. 
The other is 1.7m (5ft 7ins) tall 
and of slim build.

Fresh calls 
for block on 
homes plan 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to develop 
Green Belt land north of Harlow have 
met with renewed opposition from 
neighbouring East Herts Council. 

The authority has reiterated its objections 
to the Harlow North development and has 
recommended ministers remove the propos¬ 
als from the draft East of England Plan, 
which is due for debate in the spring. 

It believes there has not been an adequate infra¬ 
structure study carried out on the Rye Meads water 
treatment plant and fears the facility would strug¬ 
gle to cope with increased demand from a potential 
20,000 extra homes. 

Concerns have also been raised over the adverse 
effects the development would have on sites of 
European and international importance for nature 
conservation. 

Thames Water this week said an expansion of 
the sewage works facility off Rye Road was not set 
in stone, although the firm confirmed it was in 
talks with councillors and regulatory body OFWAT 
regarding growth projections for the region. 

Mike Carver, East Herts Council’s executive 
member for planning policy and transport, said: 
“We have tried to be helpful in our response to

Government. We still maintain our opposition to 
the development north of Harlow and we don’t see 
how that area can even be considered for develop¬ 
ment without a relevant infrastructure study.” 

A spokesman for STOP Harlow North said the 
council’s unwavering objections were further proof 
that the plans were untenable. 

“With the residents, parish, town, district and 
county councils in Hertfordshire united against this 
development, the Government would be foolish to 
ignore such a weight of opinion and concrete over 
our countryside,” he added. 

But Harlow MP Bill Rammell - a staunch sup¬ 
porter of the proposals - told the Star. “I have said 
throughout the process that it is important that the 
development in Harlow North comes with the 
required infrastructure investment. We have just 
been awarded £17m by the Government to support 
this, including provision for water. 

“However the objection from East Herts Council 
is more fundamental. It wants no development in 
its backyard and everything in Harlow. That’s not 
fair, it’s not stainable and it’s why I have argued for 
development to the north of Harlow.”

T HE last month of 2007 
has been a disaster 
for Harlow Council. 


SIR, I am very angry with Harlow Council. 
In 2005 the Labour/Liberal Democrat 
administration promised that if we agreed 
to swingeing cuts of £2m we could look 
forward to a better future. Now we learn 
that we are back to where we started. 


No sooner had 
Government watchdogs 
praised it as one of the 
fastest improving 
authorities in the 
country than all its 
apparent good work was 
undone. 

First, there was the 
closure of the swimming 
pool on health and safety 
grounds which spurred 
angry residents to ask 
why the problems were 
not dealt with sooner. 
Then a yawning £1.8m

Let's hope 2008 brings 
with it a change of 
fortune - not to relieve 
the pressure on 
councillors or officers 
but so Harlow can finally 
be given the services it 
needs and deserves.

If the 
Tories are not entitled to ask what has 
happened to £ 1.8m of taxpayers’ money 
then what questions are they entitled to 
ask? Moreover, how compassionate were 
Labour and the Liberal Democrats when 
they couldn’t be bothered to do their job 
and now threaten to cut frontlines services? 
At the end of the debate when I thought 
they could do nothing further to irritate me, 
council chairwoman Lorna Spenceley 
cheerily brushed aside this debacle by 
asking members if they cared to join her for 
some cake as it was her birthday.

An act of betrayal 

SIR, Harlow Council is in crisis. First we had 
the spectacle of a senior member of staff 
being suspended while the council 
investigated an overspend at the Harlow 
Playhouse. Then we heard the devastating 
news that years of neglect was forcing the 
early closure of Harlow Pool and now we 
learn that there is a £1.8m black hole in 
Town Hall finances. 

Could it possibly get worse? The answer is 
yes. To make good the Labour-led council’s 
incompetence it will have to cut back on the 
town’s dwindling discretionary services. In 
the 2008/9 budget much-cherished services 
such as Pet’s Corner and the Leah Manning 
Centre are unlikely to escape Labour’s cost¬ 
cutting axe. 

But what really makes me angry is that in 
2005 all three parties buried their 
differences to swallow the bitter pill of 
massive cuts to services so that we could 
place Harlow Council’s finances on a sound 
footing. After 40 years of Harlow being 
little more than Labour’s plaything the 
people of Harlow were led to believe that in 
accepting £2m of cuts we could look 
forward to a period of mature and 
competent government.

To compound the crime our blundering 
council was forced to admit its own budget 
working group, which had been set up to 
monitor any potential breach in the budget, 
had not met for over a year. This is 
scandalous. 

I attended last week’s full council meeting 
but meaningful explanations there were 
none. Apologies for their woeful 
incompetence were not to be heard and 
resignations for their breach of promise 
were not tendered. 
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And to think the Government’s answer to 
increased public participation in the 
democratic process is a free doughnut. If it 
wasn’t so serious I would laugh.

Brothers in court 
over boat death

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Four face trial 
on brothel 
accusations 

FOUR people have been 
committed for trial to St Albans 
Crown Court accused of running 
or being concerned in the 
management of brothels in 
Harlow and Bishop’s Stortford. 
Hertford magistrates released 
two men and two Chinese 
women on bail on Tuesday until 
a plea and case management 
hearing at the crown court 
scheduled for January 28. 

At an earlier hearing, the court 
heard the four were involved in a 
massage service featuring Asian 
call girls operating from 
addresses at Bakers Court and 
Newtown Road, in Bishop’s 
Stortford, and Barley Croft, 
Harlow, on or between 
November 1, 2005 and March 10 
this year. 

One of the women, Wang Li 
(41), of Royston Road, Wendens 
Ambo, had also been charged 
with possessing criminal 
property, namely £1,350 in cash, 
at Harlow on March 10, but the 
court was told this week this 
charge has since been withdrawn 
by the prosecution. 

She and the other accused - Hua 
Si (42), of Risdens, Harlow, 

Colin Woolgar (52), of 
Milwards, Harlow, and 
Christopher Moore (54), of 
Horsley Road, Chingford, - all 
declined to enter pleas. 

The magistrates at a previous 
hearing declined jurisdiction and 
ruled that the case must go to 
the crown court. 

Post offices will 
close in Epping 

TWO Post Offices in Epping are 
to be shut down as part of a 
swathe of closures throughout 
the region, it has been 
confirmed. 

The announcement was made on 
Thursday as an unwanted 
Christmas present for staff and 
customers of the branches at 33 
Allnuts Road and 39 Lindsey 
Street. 

Post Office Ltd had already 
announced the offices were 
under threat, along with 50 
others in what the company 
refers to as the “East Essex and 
Suffolk” area. 

Following a public consultation, 
the closures have now been 
confirmed. 

Of all the branches originally 
proposed for closure, just three 
have been saved. Harlow was not 
included in this phase of the Post 
Office’s restructuring 
programme and any potential 
closures affecting the town will 
be announced at a later date. 

Post Office’s network 
development manager Sheila 
McCann said the closures had 
been difficult decisions but said 
they offered the “best prospect 
for a sustainable network in the 
future”. 

She added that, even after the 
closures, 99 per cent of people 
in the area will remain within 
one mile of a Post Office 
branch.

Obesity gauge wins 
accolade for Valerie

A REVOLUTIONARY new 
way of measuring obesity 
has gained a PhD for a 
retired lecturer from Old 
Harlow. 

Valerie Shephard (62) spent 
nine years researching alterna¬ 
tive ways of measuring the 
amount of abdominal fat in 
patients, looking in particular 
at how these could be imple¬ 
mented in the environment of a 
GP’s surgery. 

And her hard work finally paid 
off when she was presented with 
her doctorate from Anglia Ruskin 
University in “exploring stability 
of methods in measuring body 
composition in primary care”. 

Dr Shephard, a former lecturer 
in physiology at Anglia Ruskin, 
who lives in Jocelyns, is a member 
of St Mary’s Church, in 
Churchgate Street, and celebrated 
her new qualification by throwing 
a party for fellow worshippers. 

She told the Star she hoped her

discovery would change the way 
GPs carry out measurements on 
their patients. 

“I looked at measuring using a 
tape and using something called a 
sliding beam calliper,” she said. 
“What I found was that rather 
than the traditional measuring of 
the waist, it is more consistently 
accurate to measure the back to 
front diameter of the tummy and 
get a cross-sectional measure¬ 
ment. 

“This type of measuring has 
been done before but my key 
finding was that it can be done 
repeatedly in a surgery environ¬ 
ment by doctors or nurses. 

“I also discovered that another 
alternative method is not reliable 
and should not be used.” 

Dr Shephard now plans to trav¬ 
el to Geneva to present her find¬ 
ings to a medical conference and 
will also be conducting further 
research to refine her method. 

“It always takes a long time for 
research to find its way into prac¬ 
tical medicine but I think it’s pos¬ 
sible that this could be wide¬ 
spread in doctors’ surgeries with¬ 
in five years,” she said. “Perhaps 
by then, I’ll be able to retire prop¬ 
erly!” 


Councillorfumes over 
switch of committees 


JOINT Harlow Council leaders Tony 
Durcan and Chris Millington have been 
branded “petty, vindictive, spiteful lit¬ 
tle children” after forcing an independ¬ 
ent councillor off his only committee. 

John Paul Goddard protested at 
Thursday’s full council meeting after 
the ruling administration removed him 
from the scrutiny committee and 
placed him instead on licensing - a 
committee he will hardly ever be able 
to attend because his father is a 
Hackney carriage driver and two of his 
uncles are local licensees. 

The move follows various commit¬ 
tee changes brought about by the 
deaths of Labour veteran councillors 
Jack Jesse and Roy Collier in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Mr Goddard was supported by 
Labour councillor Rob Eschle and 
even by members of the Conservative 
group which he acrimoniously walked 
out on earlier this year. 

But the decision to change his 
responsibilities caused him to take a 
swipe at fellow councillors. 


“This is not about due process, this 
is about personality,” he complained. 
“I’m not asking for anything that I’m 
not already on.” 

Addressing joint council leader 
Chris Millington directly, he added: 
“Perhaps the fact you’re focusing more 
on personality than on policy explains 
the financial situation the council is 
in.” 

But the joint leaders refused to 
budge and Mr Goddard’s bid was 
defeated on the votes of administration 
councillors. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Goddard criticised the pair for their 
attitude and for the situation regarding 
the council’s £1.8m budget deficit 

“It’s the kind of action which shows 
them for what they are - petty, vindic¬ 
tive, spiteful little children,” he told the 
Star. 

“If Tony Durcan paid as much atten¬ 
tion to the council finances as he did to 
his pathetic agenda against me, then 
his tenure as leader might not have 
been so disastrous.”

Council to go 
on the buses? 


SETTING up a council-run 
bus company is among the 
radical options to be consid¬ 
ered in an attempt to count¬ 
er the spiralling costs of 
concessionary travel. 

Harlow Council’s audit and 
improvement committee has 
instructed officers to investigate 
alternative ways ahead after 
learning that its bill to pay for 
free and discounted public trans¬ 
port for the elderly could hit 
£1.4m - £193,000 more than 
allowed for in the budget. 

Addressing councillors on 
December 10, head of community 
services Lynn Seward said the 
demand for bus passes had grown 
and, with the introduction next year 
of free bus travel anywhere in the 
country for pensioners, the costs are 
likely to escalate further. 

“The Government will be making

£212m of additional funds available 
nationally, but our share of this is 
unlikely to cover the costs,” she said, 
adding that the formula for reim¬ 
bursing bus companies was also like¬ 
ly to change to the council’s disad¬ 
vantage. 

Lorna Spenceley (Liberal Demo¬ 
crat) said that even perfect auditing 
would not solve the problem of 
increasing take-up. 

“Given what this is already cost¬ 
ing us, we need to think about 
whether there is something radical 
we could do that would increase our 
influence,” she said, suggesting that 
the council could even look at start¬ 
ing its own bus company. 

Despite concerns the scheme 
would not be financially viable, 
other members saw merit and Joshua 


Jolles (Conservative) liked the idea. 

“The bus companies are obviously 
running at a profit so, providing we 
didn’t run it in the way we ran so 
many services in the past, I don’t see 
why we couldn’t get our hands on 
some of that profit by owning or 
part-owning a bus operator,” he said. 

Earlier this month, Essex County 
Council leader Lord Hanningfield 
raised concerns at the House of 
Lords about the possible tax burden 
the scheme would put on the coun¬ 
ty's residents. He said it required 
sound legislative funding, reim¬ 
bursement and administrative arran¬ 
gements, some of which were not yet 
clear.

Harlow Council, which has car¬ 
ried out the work in-house up to now, 
has instead appointed a private firm 
from the best of six tenders.

Glanville closure the 
end of an institution

ONE of Harlow’s oldest 
stores is set to close on 
New Year’s Eve after more 
than half a century of 
trading in the town centre. 
Glanville, in the Harvey 
Centre, will pull down the 
shutters for the last time on 
December 31, blaming faltering 
sales and increasing rental costs 
making the business untenable. 
The closure will mark the end of 
an era for the men’s clothing store 
- now in its 51st year - which rose 
from humble beginnings in a small 
store in Little Walk to become the 
town’s longest continuously trading 
shop. 

According to manager Frank 
Raven, who has worked at 
Glanville for 36 years, trade started 
to slip when the shop was forced to 
move from its previous premises in 
West Gate and into the Harvey 
Centre in 2004 because of the 
supposedly imminent 
redevelopment of the area.

B ACK in June, we 
reproduced a 
photograph sent to us 
by correspondent Clive 
Enders which featured the 
teachers of Mark Hall 
School in 1965. 

Among the staff pictured, sitting 
in the front row was the then- 
head of the art department Mr 
Jan Hiller. But the Upper Park, 
Harlow, resident has another and 
rather more festive claim to 
fame - in the new town’s early 
days, he was the Harlow 
Development Corporation’s 
official Christmas card 
designer! 

Shown here is an illustration he was 
commissioned to produce in 1956, 
depicting Harlow Market as it was 
before the fixed stalls were erected. 
And earlier in the same year Mr 
Hiller, now aged 89, designed the 
winning cartoon to be used in 
Harlow Urban District Council’s 
anti-littering campaign. His design, 
which beat 134 other entries, 
depicted characters from Henry 
Moore’s Family Group sculpture 
putting their litter into a bin. 


As a newspaper report from the time 
noted: “The judges were particularly 
impressed with Mr J.S. Hiller’s entry. 
Not only did they consider the 
artistic work to be of outstanding 
merit but they also felt that the 
theme was particularly suitable for 
an anti-litter campaign in Harlow, for 
every member of the family is 
responsible, in one way or another, 
for litter.” 

Among his other work was a striking 
poster for the Harlow Committee For 
The Freedom From Hunger 


campaign in 1963. 

Mr Hiller’s wife Sheila told 
Nostalgia: “Jan was head of art at 
Mark Hall, starting there at the 
school’s beginning in 1954 and 
retiring in 1976. He was always full 
of admiration for the headmaster, 
G.B.C. Palmer, and his colleagues. 
“It's not always easy to remember 
names so we were both really 
pleased to see the photograph and 
some of the names printed in the 
Star , which brought back memories 
for us.”

The Playhouse, Harlow 


WELL slap my thigh and call 
me an ugly sister; if it isn’t a 
full year since the last 
riotously enjoyable Playhouse 
panto! 

And although Saturday’s matinee 
was only the third performance 
in the month-long run, it was as 
full of sparkle and kitsch warmth 
as Liberace’s Christmas grotto. 
Who needs fading soap stars, 
talentless reality TV wannabes or 
The Chuckle Brothers to make a 
pantomime a huge attraction for 
miles around? 

Not The Playhouse, that’s for sure, as 
it still continues to reign supreme as 
the biggest amateur panto in the 
country and, without doubt, one of 
the finest. 

The skills of writer and director 
Michael Fentiman - joined this year 
by Marina Calderone - have again 
proved to be priceless. 

The story of Dick (Faye Linden, 
definitely a woman by the way) and 
his cat Tom (elastic-limbed Angela 
Brand) trying to save some plucky 
Londoners from the evil clutches of 
King Rat (Jason Thorpe), and taking 
in an island of cannibals near the 
African coast no less, is full of mirth 
and mayhem. 

Throw in cockney bakers, pirates, a 
horde of terrifying rodents and to 
that add a spoonful of Ali G, The 
Jam, George Harrison and MC 
Hammer, a pinch of double 
entendres, a sprinkle of talented kids, 
a few ounces of cross-dressing and 
the post-modern madness pie is 
almost complete. 

The perfect comic timing - mostly 
flatulence-based - and slapstick of 
buffoons Bish and Bash (the 
perennially brilliant Lee Pace and 
Dan James) was again the highlight 
for all, with the added treat of a 
female goon this year in the shape of 


Bosh, a silent Harpo Marx tribute 
from Jo Goddard. 

And while a raft of smutty puns 
aren’t exactly Chekhov, there’s 
something deeply unifying and 
spiritual about Harlow’s panto; 


perhaps it’s my four-year-old son 
laughing like a drain; maybe it’s the 
ghosts of our own childhood lurking 
in the gods; who can say? 

But when the last needles have 
fallen off the Christmas tree and the 


moths have started gnawing at the 
festive pullover, the post-festive 
doldrums are always lifted knowing 
it’s only another 11 months to go 
until the next Playhouse panto!

A PREDICTABLY smutty update of the 
obscenely dated St Trinian's franchise, 
this largely pointless remake is sadly 
overplayed, over-hyped and camper 
than a pouting Kenneth Williams in 
sheer bodystocking. 

Pinning its hopes for box-office success 
on the cameo appearances of Girls Aloud 
as seductive schoolgirls and the inevitable 
casting of irritating bouffant berk Russell 
Brand as Flash Harry, this is nudge-nudge 
wink-wink comedy well past its sell-by 
date. 


Dusting off the blueprints of the early 70s 
great British sex comedy, directors Barnaby 
Thompson and Oliver Parker have succeeded 
in making a film almost as pathetically puerile 
as 1992’s ill-fated Carry On Columbus. 

For those of you planning to follow the 
plotline (don't kid yourself), the story focuses 
on the sexploits of a group of sultry schoolgirls 
attending the titular school for “young ladies”.

Battle of giants in the era of gods 


BEOWULF & GRENDEL 

(Starz Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

Amid all the legitimate anticipation and excitement 
generated by Robert Zemeckis’ eye-popping 3-D 
computer-generated fantasy Beowulf, this more 
modest film has been somewhat barged aside. 

Which is a real shame, because it fully deserves to 
find its audience and works also as a fascinating 
bookend to the more lavishly funded version. 
Whereas Zemeckis pulled out all the fantasy stops to 
deliver an impossibly muscular hero Beowulf pitched 
against the shambling, gigantic monstrosity of the 
troll Grendel, plus shape-shifting spirits and one of 
cinema’s best ever dragons, director Sturla 
Gunnarsson and writer Andrew Rai Berzins took the 
ancient story and chose to retell it along lines as 
realistic as possible. 

For starters, he shot it in Iceland and utilises that 
country’s landscapes to stunning, surreal effect, from 
the bleak wind-torn grasslands and brooding 
mountains to the startling primal blues of the ice 
fields and glaciers. It not difficult to imagine such a 
story taking place in this place. 

Gerard Butler, pictured right, is spot-on casting as 
Beowulf, the warrior who comes with his men to 
help deliver King Hrothgar (Stellan Skarsgard) and his 
subjects from the wrath of Grendel. He brings a blunt 
physicality and a dour matter-of-fact humour to the 
part, both of which suit the heroic mould in which 
the character is cast without once tumbling into a 
Conan-esque meat brain cliche. 

But it’s with Grendel that Gunnarsson pulls off the 
strongest gambit of his retelling. In this world, trolls 
are not supernatural creatures but larger, stronger and 
more durable cousins of man. Think of the frost 
giants depicted in the work of fantasy artist Frank 
Frazetta and you’re getting close. 

In many ways, it’s really Grendel’s film, opening with 
him as a child witnessing the cruel murder of his 
father at the hands of an ambitious Hrothgar, only to 
return a hulking adult years later hellbent on repaying 
the sin a hundredfold. 

But it’s not all angst in the ice. Having created a 
convincing world of bone-chilling cold and shadows, 
the film more than delivers the goods when it comes 
to its action set-pieces and there’s a fierce energy in 
the swordplay that further adds to the realism. Special 
mention is deserved by Hilmar Orn Hilmarsson for 
providing an exceptional, haunting music score, and 
by Nick Dudman for his outstanding creature effects. 
Extra features on this disc include the featurette 
Wrath Of The Gods - The Story Behind Beowulf & 
Grendel, deleted scenes, storyboard comparisons, a 
costumes and sketch gallery, trailer and insightful 
interviews with Gunnarsson, producer Paul Stephens, 
Rai Berzins, Butler and Skarsgard.

NIGHT MAIL 

(BFI, E, retail) 

As you’d expect from the BFI, this classic 1936 
documentary is given a release befitting its historical 
importance and national status as a beloved 
cinematic treasure. 

Made by the GPO’s own films unit, it simply tells the 
story of the mail train’s nightly journey from Euston 
to Glasgow. 



But it’s got so much more to offer besides. This must 
have been a pretty groundbreaking documentary in 
its day, using the rhythm of the train to tell its story 
with some beautifully assembled montages of the 
countryside racing past, the thundering pistons of the 
great locomotive hammering through the night, the 
fireman pitching coal as if the devil himself was 
driving. It’s a style that bears comparison with the 
quick editing montages of Eisenstein and gives this 
short film an undeniable power. 

It’s further augmented with the inclusion of Benjamin 
Britten’s fine score and WH Auden’s delightful poem 
Night Mail, its quick wit rattled out in time to the 
train’s motion as it speeds through the night: “This is 
the Night Mail crossing the border, Bringing the 
cheque and the postal order, Letters for the rich, 
letters for the poor, The shop at the corner and the 
girl next door...” 

More than just a compelling and lyrical piece of film- 
making, Night Mail also serves as an invaluable piece 
of history, a snapshot of a country long since torn up 
and thrown away by grey little men in Whitehall who 
value the instant voter-friendly advantages of reckless 
urbanisation far beyond the reality of the country to 
which they pay such affectionate, faithless lip service. 
In this world, town and countryside are clearly 
delineated instead of decaying at the edges with a rot 
of industrial estates, fast food franchises and out-of- 
town superstores, and farmers can set their watches 
by the passing train. 

As much a statement of confidence by the country in 
itself, Night Mail is one to be savoured. 


Beautifully presented in a book-style box and 
including a hugely informative booklet, the disc also 
includes the documentary shorts The Way To The Sea 
(1936), Spotlight On The Night Mail (1948), Thirty 
Million Letters (1963) and Night Mail 2 (1986), an 
updated version of the original featuring poetry by 
Blake Morrison.

THE SIMPSONS MOVIE 

(20th Century Fox, PG, retail & rental) 

Any project spending a decade in gestation leaves 
itself open to impossibly high expectations but the 
good news for Simpsons fans is that this first big 
screen outing really delivers. 

When Homer’s selfishness results in Springfield 
becoming the most toxic place in the US, the town is 
sealed off behind a dome and left to fend for itself. 
With his fellow citizens and family alike baying for his 
blood, he has to set off to find a way to put things 
right. 

The film doesn’t go for big belly-laughs (although the 
spider-pig sequences do the trick nicely) so much as 
it ensures a constant chuckle with a ready supply of 
sharp visual humour and one-liners. 

If there’s any complaint it’s that Lisa is given nothing 
much to do beyond the obvious falling-in-love story 
arc while far too many of the beloved citizens of 
Springfield have to settle for brief walk-ons. But on 
the whole this does the job just fine.
